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DETAILED ACTION 
Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1-14 and 17-32 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claims 1 and 19, the closest prior art of record, Conta et al does not disclose the 
following limitations: the positive current branch includes a first current path and a 
second current path and negative current branch includes a first current path and a 
second current path and the functional limitations of the current. Regarding claim 5, the 
closest prior art of record, Conta et al does not disclose the following limitations: the first 
current branch and second current branch and their structure limitations. Regarding 
claim 12, the closest prior art of record, Conta et al does not disclose the following 
limitations: a p-precharged Domino logic gate having no inverting clock latch. 
Regarding claim 22, the closest prior art of record, Conta et al does not disclose the 
following limitations: the first through fourth p-type transistors and their structure 
limitations. Regarding claim 23, the closest prior art of record, Conta et al does not 
disclose the following limitations: the first through fourth n-type transistors and their 
structure limitations. Regarding claim 24, the closest prior art of record, Conta et al 
does not disclose the following limitations: a shorting buffer which is connected to the 
first and second current branches. Regarding claim 25, the closest prior art of record, 
Conta et al does not disclose the following limitations: a n-precharged Domino logic 
gate having a clock latch and the reset logic coupled to the clock latch of the n-block.
